President David D. Henry, writing in the July issue of The Educational Record, a 
publication of the American Council on Education, declares that "half of these appropri- 
ations goes to individuals...and the remainder (for research contracts and grants, 
medical research facilities, and special projects) is spread unevenly among the institu- 
tions and cannot in any sense be considered as helpful to the institutions generally.

He says that even though unprecedented enrollments already were in prospect 
Congress in 1958 appropriated additional millions in the National Defense Educa- 
tion Act to encourage more students to attend college, bringing the total Federal 
funds for this purpose close to $1 billion annually 

At the same time, President Henry declares, Congress rejected measures to 
help the colleges handle the new numbers of students Among such measures he in- 
cludes the bills for loans for college housing, for payment for ROTC facilities, 
for administrative costs in public health research, for medical education teaching 
facilities, as examples of ways the Federal Government could appropriately have 
helped institutions and which should have had priority over the new appropriations 
which were authorized. 

There is no lack of precedent for a broad program of aid, he says. 

"Historically the Federal Government has many times appropriated funds to 
help with causes, whether through public or private agencies, when the national 
welfare has been involved and a satisfactory formula was found. 

"In the long history of Federal grants, the precedents are ample for aiding 
institutions and organizations, whether public or private, which are operating 
in the national welfare. Subsidies to agriculture, to transportation, to hospitals, 
to highways are examples." 

In particular President Henry deplores the failure of Congress to act on the 
four recommendations of the President's Committee on Education Beyond the High 
School for federal aid in the financing of higher education, which he lists as: 
(1) a continuation of federal loans for revenue-producing facilities; (2) payment 
of all costs of research and service contracts with institutions; (3) grants-in-aid 
for slum clearance where educational institutions are involved; and (4) a program 
of grants for construction of academic buildings. 

He declares that whether college construction costs in the next ten years run 
at one authoritative estimate of $12 billion or at another of $24 billion, "the 
definition of need is far beyond present plans to cope with the problem." 

"It is not enough," President Henry says, "that people applaud the idea of 
educational opportunity and educational standards of quality: it is essential 
that ways and means be found to pay for them. The key question confronting the 
American people is the extent to which new resources will be made available for 
the educational demands of the future."

Developments in NDEA made known several important new developments under 

Foreign Language Program the foreign language provisions of the National De- 
fense Education Act. 

1. Agreements have been completed for 19 centers for instruction in languages 
that are seldom if ever taught in this country. These centers will provide instruc- 
tion not only in the languages themselves but in the economic and cultural aspects 
of the countries or areas in which they are spoken: All of these centers will be 
in operation this fall. 

Two groups of languages not commonly taught in this country have been selected 
for special instruction at the centers. The first group includes Arabic, Chinese, 
Hindustani, Japanese, Portuguese, and Russian. A recently-selected second group 
includes Bengali, Burmese, Finnish, modern Hebrew, Hungarian, Indonesian-Malay, 
Khalkha (spoken in Outer Mongolia), Korean, Marathi (India), Persian, Polish, 
Serbo-Croatian, Singhalese (Ceylon), Swahili (East Africa), Tamil (Ceylon and 
India), Telugu (India), Thai, Turkish, and Yoruba(Nigeria).

NSF Publishes Survey A detailed survey of the present effort to supply United 
of Available Soviet States scientists with Russian scientific literature, 
Scientific Literature released by the National Science Foundation, lists 76 


Soviet journals now available in English. 
The survey reports on the sources of Soviet scientific literature, availability 
of such literature in the United States, and the current translation programs of 
professional and academic groups and government agencies. Current methods of 


= 
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providing comprehensive coverage of untranslated Russian material are also 
analyzed. Revised and expanded from an earlier edition, the survey was pre- 
pared by the Foundation's Office of Science Information Service. 

According to the survey, Providing U. S. Scientists with Soviet Scientific 
Information, 2,026 scienfific journals and serials are being published in the 
USSR. Since 1956, Soviet scientific materials have become increasingly available 
in the United States. They are listed in the Monthly Index of Russian Accessions, 
published by the Library of Congress and available from the Superintendent of 
Documents of the Government Printing Office. Many, although not all, publications 
of individual institutions in the Soviet Union are available on an exchange basis, 
the survey states. The Processing Department of the Library of Congress maintains 
a list of Soviet institutions with which the library has exchange relations. 


Translations of Soviet scientific journals are made available by three methods: 


1. A large number are made under grants by Federal agencies to non-profit scien- 
tific societies or research institutions. Most National Science Foundation grants 
are of this type. 2. Others are produced under Government contract with trans- 
lating agencies. 3. A number are translated privately without governmental sub- 
sidy. 

The two main translation depositories in the United States are listed as the 
Special Libraries Association Translation Center, located at the John Crerar 
Library in Chicago, collecting from non-Government sources; and the Office of 
Technical Services, Technical Information Division, Department of Commerce, col- 
lecting from Federal agencies and foreign sources. 

All translations are listed, with abstracts, in Technical Translations, pub- 
lished bimonthly since January 1959 by the Department of Commerce. Translations 
of Russian scientific books are made by commercial publishers, and by Government 
agencies through contract, grants, or directly by the agencies themselves. 

According to the survey, translation programs in the United States have 
tended toward cover-to-cover translation of selected journals and abstracts rather 
than any selective process involving individual papers. Full translations are 
found preferable in broad subject fields to guard against inadvertent omissions 
and to facilitate bibliographic handling. An economic study of this approach is 
reported as showing that if even only one paper in 40 is of general interest, it 
is cheaper to do all 40 than identify the one. 

Translation activities of the National Science Foundation as reported in the 
survey include those made under grants to a non-profit scientific society, research 
organization, or academic institution; translations of Russian journals into Eng- 
lish made abroad, notably in England and Scandinavia; and translations under Public 
Law 480. Under Congressional authorizations last year (The Agricultural Trade 
Development and Assistance Act of 1954, amended by the Mutual Security Act of 1958) 
foreign currencies credited to the United States within certain countries may be 
used for scientific information purposes. The Foundation is responsible for 
coordinating requests for translations to be accomplished overseas with these 
funds, and for negotiating contracts. 

Providing U. S. Scientists with Soviet Scientific Information is available 
on request from the Office of Science Information Service of the Foundation. 
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
